ful, and Death I ſhould have welcom'd as a 
Bleſſing; but I trembled to ſee my lovely Boy, 
that perfect Image of my dear Suſannah, 
already drooping, and muſt ſoon have yielded 
his tender Life a Prey to Hunger, if Providence 
had not ſent us an Aſſiſtance when we had left 
off to hope it. As I was walking on the 
Beech, the Wind being calm, and the Sea quiet, 
I ſaw a great parcel of Cormorants, who plung d 
into the Water to catch Fb; which when 
they had caught, they came on the Sand to 
eat. I ſet up a great Cry in hope to make 
them quit their Prey; the Succels, in part,

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large Fiſhes; and my Son and I eat ſo heartily 
of. 1845 that it had like to have been as fatal 
to us, as the Want wou'd have been. Ane! 
ſeemed more affected to ſee me 3y, than in 
ling himſelf To; ; and would needs run to ſee 
ho co d find any Spring of freſh Water: I re- 
ned in the Hollow at a Rock till his return, 
not. doubting but my laſt Hour was come 
and was eginning to employ the little time 
Deller d allow 'd me, in Supplications that Hea- 
ven wou'd vouchſafe to give my Son that Eaſe 
In Life Which had been denied 1 to me. I

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Spaniard, a Native of Toledo, and nam'd Alvares; 
till he renouncing his Faith, exchanged it for 
Selim, As he underſtood marine Affairs pers 
fectly well, he was raiſed to one of the moſt 
conſiderable Poſts near the King of Algiers t-— 
His Buſineſs was to arm the Veſſels, and attack 
every one he met, indifterently, except the Sub- 
jects of his Maſter, His Name was ſo formis 
dable, in the Mediterranean and Levant, that the 
boldeſt Captains avoided meeting him, mm 
He was of a ſavage Nature, and thoſe whom 
Victory gave him a Power over, were certain 
to meet either a rigorous Death, or painful 
Slavery. We flang ourſelves at his Feet, re- 
lated the Treachery by which we had been re- 
duced to that State, and implor'd ſome refreſh- 
ment, and that we might be receiv'd on board 
his Galley. But he heard my Diſcourſe with 
a Countenance that ſhew'd he had a Heart too 
hard to be ſuſceptible of any tender Emotions. 
He made his People, however, bring us a 
Plate of boil'd Rice, and a Bottle of Liquor 
which the Turks call Sherbeck :—After which, 
he order'd we ſhould be ſearch'd ; and they 
found about me the Book of the Philoſopher's 
Stone, and a little Purſe full of ſmall Diamonds, 
which our perfidious Captain had left me, 
without knowing that he did fo. — Alvarex 
took the Diamonds, but not having any under- 
ſtanding in the Latin, did not meddle with 
the Book. The Turks continued three 
Days at Anchor, but at laſt, the Wind favour- 
in their Deſires, we once more loſt Sight of 
that miſerable Iſland; and thought Bondage 
a Bleſſing, compar'd with ſo diſmal a Free- 
dom. We were receiv d on board ai 
85 
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the quality ef Slaves, and I cannot give you 4 
juſt account of the ill Treatment we found un- 
der ſo ſevere a Maſter ; it will ſuffice, if I relate 
you ſome Particulars only. He liv'd moſt part 
at Sea, but when the autumnal Storms came 
on, and rendered Navigation dangerous, he re- 
tir d to Algiers; where, in the height of Luxury, 
he recompenſed himſelf for all his Toils 
Three tedious Years we paſt in this Servitude, 
at the end of which my Son fell ſick ; partly 
occaſioned thro” the Fatigues of a Sea-life, and 
partly thro* the ill Uſage we received on 
the moſt trifling occaſion. Medicines 
prov'd ineffectual, and his Diſtemper, which 
had now continued for ſome time, gave offence 
to our haughty Maſter ; in ſo much, that he 
gave orders he ſhould bethrown over-board, if 
the Surgeon found no Amendment in his Con- 
dition, in three Days. Great God ! thou 
only knoweſt the Miſery I endur'd, when I was 
told of this inhuman Sentence ;—-but the 
fear of aggravating theſe mercileſs Men, oblig'd 
me to ſtifle my Grief :>—-1I could have taken 
Iſmael's place with pleaſure, cou'd I have ſo de- 
ceived them.- The firſt Day paſs d over, 
and my Child's Illneſs was rather increaſed than 
diminiſhed ;: ſo that I expected nothing but to 
ſee the cruel Order executed. The fatal Da 
approached, and my. Fears redoubling, I ful. 
fered the Pangs of anew Death every Moment, 
without any Ceſſation of my Miſery :—Ac laſt, 
I cou'd not maſter myſelf enough to refrain 
paying that Debt of Tears, my Son's deplorable 
Condition demanded of me.— But Alvarez, and 
the Turks by his example, convinced me that 
Humanity once degenerated into Brutality, is

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more cruel even than that it'ſeemsto ĩmnitate 
When the ſecond Sun had alſo ſet, and ſtill 
there appeared no hope of his Amendment, and 
conſequently not of his Doom being recall d, T 

ave a looſe to all the Horrors of my deſpaĩ ring 
r I was pouring out my Lamen- 
rations to the unpitying Stars, and almoſt tax 
ing Heaven of Injuſtice, I ſaw two Perſons paſs 
me; eager they ſeem'd in Converſation, and 1 
being proſtrated on the Floor, eſcaped their ob- 
ſervation. It being an Hour when all, F 
thought, were ſleeping but my unfortunate ſelf, 
and thoſe appointed to take care of the Ship's 
J had a curioſity of knowing who they were 
that prefer d Conſultation to Repoſe: I roſe 
from the Poſture I was in, and trac*d em with 
gently rreading Steps, till I ſaw them go into 
the Lieurenant's Cabin, and then knew one of 
them to be the Lieutenant himſelf, and the 
other the Pilot. An Inquiſitiveneſs, which 1 
never had before, led me to liſten to their Con- 
verſation after they wereentered ; and creeping 
ſofrly to the Door, and ſtanding cloſe to it after 
they had ſhut it, I heard the former ſpeak, in a 
low Voice, theſe Words:. Tou know, my 
dear Morgill, (ſaid he) that Talways had a Con- 
fidence in you, and that a ſincere Friendſhip has 
united us from our Louth.— I cannot conceal 
any thing from you ;—you, as well as I, labour 
under the ill Uſage of this inſolent Mao: 
He forgets, that if Fortune had not by her uſual 
Caprices rais*'d him above his Original, he had 
been {till in obſcurity.— ls it not a ſhame for 
real Muſſulmen to obey a Stranger and a, 
Renegado?—Why do we not then waſh away 
our Diſhonour in the Blood of him whom

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Chance; not Merit; has ſet above us; and who

not a ſingle Man on board, but wou d applaud 
and bleſs our Reſolution. :

ſeemed to me as if Heaven, in compaſſion of my 

Woes, had given me this opportunity of doing 

a Serviceto Alvarez,, Which would render it 

impoſſible for him to deny me the Life of my 

Son- With theſe Ideas, I run to his ny n.

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tho? it was then but midnight: an old 
Eunuch, who always lay at his Door, demanded 
who I was, and what I wanted. Tis the 
Slave Exazer (anſwered I) who would reveal 
ſomething to the Captain of the utmoſt conſe- 
quence.—The noiſe we made, awak d Alvarez, 
and he called to know who they were that 
were ſo bold to break in on his Repoſe 
The Eunuch preſently acquainted him with 
what I faid, and he ordered I ſhould be admit- 
ted, if, after being ſearch'd, I had no Arms 
about me :—Such 1s the unhappy condition of 
Tyrants, who tho' they are terrible to others, 

et labour under a thouſand Fears themſelves.— 
The Eunuch finding nothing about me, which 
could render me ſuſpe&ed of any ill Deſign, 
ſuffered me to enter; and throwing myſelf at 
his Feet, I addreſſed myſelf in this manner to 
Alvarez : Sir, the inviolable Ingagement 1 
have for your Intereſt, would not permit me to 
conceal one moment a diſcovery of the nature 
I have juſt now made.

both ſecured at theſame time, looked on each 
other, each imagining he could not be betray d, 

but by his Aſſociate.— Almanzer being of the 

moſt fiery Diſpoſition, could not conceal the 

Fury he was in, but reproached the Pilot for 

Breach of Faith, in Terms which ſufficiently 
demonſtrated the Truth of what I had related 
to Alvarex.— They were immediately ſearched, 
and both of them found armed with Ponyards, a 


Weapon not worn but on extraordinary oc- 
caſions. Here is full Conviction (ſaid Alvarez) 
but I will have the whole Ship's-Crew witneſs 
of your Crime; that the Puniſhment I inflict, 
may not be imputed as unjuſt. Almanzer 
would not for a great while be brought to 
make a publick Confeſſion, but 'Tortures in the 


end obliged him to it, and he and his Ac- 


eomplices were hanged at the Yard- Arm, that, 
by their Example, others might be deterred 
from the like Undertaking.—This' Adventure 
ereated a great deal of Uneaſineſs in the Ship; 
thoſe who had been executed, had left behind 
them many Friends who could not help ex- 
preſſing their Reſentment. Alvarez perceived

Power was beſt ſupported by Terror, he put 
all thoſe to death, whom he ſuſpected to have 
found fault with his Conduct. When the 
Diſturbance was a little over, he called me into 
his Cabin; The Service you have done me 
(ſaid he) merits a Reward.

offend him. Sir, (ſaid 1) the Glory of ſerving 
you was all. I had in view when I made you 
the Diſcovery but ſince you are pleaſed to 
offer me a Reward, I beg the Life of my Son 
Iſmael—1 conjure you to look with a favourable 
Eye on the Tears of a ſorrowful Father, and 
recall a Sentence which muſt make me the 
moſt wretched of Mankind: If my Son muſt 
die, it ſhould be in your Service, and not by a 
Means which can be no benefit to you. Any 
one, but that Barbarian, whoſe Nature was 
as inſenſible as the Seas he frequented, would 
have added my Freedom to the favour I begg'd : 
but Alvarez thought, in the Grant of that, he 
had over-rated what I had done, and recom- 
mended a more punctual Obſervance of my 
Duty for the future, than what (be ſaid) I had

I lg my humble Acknowled ts to the

ALMOST all the Turks on board, 
looked on me as Author of their Companions 
death, which created in them an irreconcilable 
Hatred to me and my Son.-—-—And without 
doubt had ſacrificed us, if they had not appre-

cipated my Joy ;—He was a young Man, a 
Syrian Slave, his Name Simegarbas ; amidſt the 
vileſt Employments of our Servitude, he had 
an Air of Grandeur. Tho' he never ſighed 
or complained, his Eyes confeſſed a profound 
Sorrow: We had as great a regard for each 
other, as Perſons, ſo much Strangers, can be 
tuppoled to have. One Night as we were diſ- 
courſing on the Severity of our Fate, he very 
frankly related the Hiſtory of his Life to me; 
which I muſt be alſo obliged to repeat to your 
Lordſhip, becauſe it has ſome Concern with 


my ownenſuing Misfortunes. 
| The Hiftory of S IMEGARBAS. 


E A R Eleazer (ſaid he) I am a Native of 
| Hyperiaſt in Syria, my Father was Gover- 
nour of that City,—The begining of my days 
Promiſed the moſt favourable Fortune a Mortal 
could deſire : but I ſcarce arrived at Manhood, 
before the hand of Fate cruſhed all my bloom- 
ing Hopes, and. ſunk me down, no more, 
alas! to riſe——As I came one day from 
the Temple of Erathi- (a Goddeſs we adore 
in Syria, and is by ſome, called Amide) ſome 
Paces from that venerable Place, I ſaw a young 
Beauty magnificently dreſs'd, followed by a 
grear number of Slaves.

the very beginning, I might know it would be 
immortal; for ſure, if Souls exiſt when Bodies 
are no more, mine, in whatever World its Lot 
is caſt, will never ceaſe to adore that charming 
Maid !1-—-I had a Slave with me of more than 
common Intellects; I ſent him to follow, and in- 
form himſelf of her Name, Quality, and Place of 
abode; and never did Impatience agitate a 
Heart more violently than it did mine till his 
Return. At laſt he came, and Brought me 
an Account, her Name was Belacarir, that ſhe 
was the Daughter of a rich Citizen, who 
liv'd within a door or two of my Father's Pa- 
lace but that having been, from her Infancy, 
deſign'd to marry with a Turk called Corbula- 
mit h, ſhe had been kept in the ſtricteſt Con- 
finement imaginable. I felt Agonies not to be 
deſcribed at this laſt Particular, and ſince the 
was deſtined for another, made uſe of m 
utmoſt Efforts to baniſh her my remem- 
brance i: but alas ! how little did I know 
of the Force of that Paſſion with which I was 
poſſeſs d the Obſtacles which threaten'd;

of both, which has expoſed me to this ridicu- 
lous Sollicitation. I beg you therefore to take 
no further notice of it than diſcarding him. 
The old Gentleman was in too good a humour 
with her to refuſe her, and on her Entreaty I 
was kick'd out of doors. Dear Bremiſole (ſaid 
I perceivimg he had done) nothing can be mort 
to my wiſh, than this Account. I am ſatis- 
fy'd ſhe has no Averſion to me, by her beha-

you from the Rage of Gezophilick--—— She 
knows I adore her, ſo far my Work is done. 
Let gentle Love and Fortune bring about the 
FULL of thoſe pleaſing Dreams, I went 
into à Field which joined to their Garden, in 
hopes of ſeeing the Charmer of my Soul.

went out of the Apartment allotted for them, 
nor are the Men allowed to come there. This 
generous Friend was no leſs confin'd than my- 
ſelf, to an Eſtate diſagreeable, tho“ quiet; 
and which gave us no hope of ever changing it. 
ARMISQLE E had formerly been married 

to a very great Man, but he died ſoon after

and made a ſolemn Promiſe after his death ne- 
ver to yield to any ſecond Offer—But having 
liv'd a long time in the Reſerve ſhe promiſed, 
ſhe at laſt, when in the Decline of her Beauty, 
ſuffered herſelf to be perſuaded by the Inſinua- 
tions of a Tartarian Lord, whoſe Name was 
Regimel, a Man of the moſt amorous and in- 
conſtant Diſpoſition imaginable.

rable to this; he proceeded to ſuch Freedoms, - 
that I began to think there was no Relief to be 
hoped from his Violence, but by ſwallowing 
Poiſon. Having reſolved on this fatal Remedy, f 
went into the Garden, when every body was 
in Bed, with a deſign to gather an Herb which 
wou'd, ina very ſhort time, have rid me of his 
Perſecutions : but I had no ſooner entered, 
than I perceived a Man on a Ladder, knocking 


ſoftly at my Window.——1 preſently knew 
K him 
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him to be Monſieur de Rrafimonde, and it was 
no ſmall Joy to me, amidſt my Misfortunes, to 
have the liberty of ſpeaking to this illuſtrious 
Friend, from hom I had been ſeparated ſo 
long. I made him come down from the Lad- 
der, and was going to hide my ſorrowful Secret 
in his Boſom, but he refuſed to hear me.—— 
Madam, (aid he) come immediately with me, 


ſeveral. Slaves of my acquaintance wait for us in 


the Street with Camels.——If Heaven is plea- 
{ed to regard our Enterprize with a fayourable 
Eye, we are going out of Servitude. 
While he was talking to me, he had me under 
the Arm, and walked a great pace as ſoon 
as we came to the Garden-Wall, he fix'd his 
Ladder, and we deſcended into the Street, 

where, as he expected, we found the Slaves: 
they mounted me on a Camel, and having every 
one of them one, ve left Samercandia. Monſieur 
de Braſimonde and his Companions reſolved to 
travel only when it was dark, the hetter to 
conceal our Flight: — We had a Camel 
loaded with Proviſions, ſo that we were not 
under a neceſſity of going into the Inns, where 
perhaps we might have been known. When 
Day appear d, we hid ourſelves in the Woods; 
and as ſoon as the Sun had finiſhed his Courſe, 
we re-entered on ours. After having travelled 
thus for about a Week, at the end of which, 

ve came to the border of the oriental Sea 


there we were obliged to ſtop, not knowing 


which way to take, and in perpetual danger of 

being ſeen by ſome Tariarians who might know 

us: under thoſe, uneaſy Apprehenſions we liv'd 

about a Month, having no other Habitation 

than the Hollow of a Rock. — Our PT 
| Cy W 
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was gone; ' but Sea-Tortoiſes, which we found 
in great abundance on the Coaſt, ſupply*d that 
want — but our Camels all died, and two 
Italian of our Company, finiſhed their unfor- 
tunate Lives in this Den of Woe. Neither did 
we expect a milder Fate; but the ſovereigh 
Diſpoſer of all human Affairs was at laſt ſatis- 
hed with our Sufferings. One day; as we were 
bewailing our wretched" ſtate, from which we 
had no Proſpect of Relief, we ſaw a Canoe put 
to Shore; thoſe who were on board, were 
Chineſe they came on the Sands, and play d 
on ſeveral Inſtruments after their manner; their 
Heads were crown'd with Flowers, and we 
fancy d they came to that place to celebrate a 
nuptial Feaſt, for it is not the cuſtom of the 
Chineſe to marry at home, but in ſome neigh» 
bouring Country ſeparated from their own by 
the Sea. They were no ſooner landed, than 
ſaid Monſieur de Braſfimonde, It is now time to 
leave this hateful place Fortune offers us the 
means follow me, and let us poſſeſs ourſelves 
of this Canoe. We 'took lis advice with 
pleaſure, and crept ſoftly along the Shore 
without making any noiſe thoſe unhappy 
People did not perceive their loſs, till their 
Veſſel went from them with full Sails. 
But they na ſooner found what was done, than 
they came to the Sea- Shore, crying out in a 
horrible manner —ſome of them fell on their 
Knees, holding up their Hands to Heaven 
others threatned us with their Arrows and 
ſome flung themſelves into the Waves to fol- 
low us. What concern ſoeyer we might have 
for them, it wou'd not have deen prudent to 
ſuccour them, and by that means expoſe our-

e ſtayed ſome Moments longer, another 
Canoe, which we met going to them, might have 
diſtreſs d us; but at the ſight of that, we were 
nota little pleaſed, becauſe we now knew they 
wou d have a Convenience to get back from 
that diſagreeable place. We had found no 
body in the Canoe we ſeiz d, but a Boy. Gohonr 
twelve Years old, Who bad been left to ta 
care of it.

We 
careſs d him as much as poſſible, and endea- 
voured to reſtrain his Grief, which but the

— Aſfronts. At theſe Words, 
tranſported with Rage, he plunged: into the 
Waves, whence it was not in our power to 
fave him. The Canoe was full of Proviſion, but 
none of us knew: how to govern it, ſo became a 
Sport to Waves and Winds. We failed 
without knowing whither, for two whole 
Days and Nights, till coming, as we were af-

After having taken their Leaves of us, they 
lanch'd into the Ocean—bur alas! we ſaw 
one of them immediately ſwallowed alive by a 
k, and ſoon after the other by the Waves. 
5 now was certain that I was utterly aban- 
doned by Heaven, and that I ſhould fee the
